The DADS 
contractor shall not interpret this list to supersede any document and plan requirements defined in the 
RFP. This list does not address events such as the contract kick-off meeting and associated content, 
Program Management Review (PMR) meetings and associated agendas/minutes/etc, design review 
meetings and associated content/minutes, etc. Such events are critical to the success of the DADS 
Program and shall be scheduled and addressed in the Contractor’s Program Management Plan and 
System Life Cycle Management Plan. 
 
Depending on the DADS Contractor’s technical approach, the Government may require additional 
documentation not specified in Section J-14 in order to attain the appropriate visibility into all areas of the 
project. Additionally, the Government expects that the documentation will be maintained over time, as 
more information becomes known throughout the project. Depending on the DADS Contractor’s 
technical approach, the Contractor may propose a supplemental list of documentation with schedule for 
delivery for Government review and approval.  
 
As appropriate for each document, the Contractor shall include the Government in the conceptual 
planning of the document (i.e. purpose, objective, audience, preliminary outline, content, etc.), prepare 
draft versions of documents, seek and incorporate Government’s comments on all versions of the 
document, and produce, disseminate, and track the initial release and subsequent versions of the 
document.   
 
The Contractor shall deliver, on an annual basis, an updated DADS Documentation List that, at a 
minimum, includes documentation name, electronic file name and location (if appropriate), revision 
number and date, and frequency of delivery and revision.  The Contractor shall update and timely 
redeliver documents as programmatic and technical events require changes to the documents.  The 
Contractor shall annually review all recurring deliverable documents, update as necessary, and redeliver 
to the Government, as part of the annual proposal process or at a time mutually agreed to by the 
Contractor and the Government.  The Contractor shall work collaboratively with the Government to 
ensure that all deliverables and work products meet Government requirements.
